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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 20-23, 30, and 32-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have a method for manufacturing a surface 
structure formed on an aluminum wheel for an automobile as claimed by Applicant in claims 20 
and 22. 

3. US 6,068,890 to Kaumle et al. (Kaumle) discloses sputtering a titanium-aluminum alloy 
onto a wheel with a transparent wear-resistant coating top coat layer thereon (abstract; col 3, 1. 
26 - col. 4, 1. 65), but the deposition occurs from an aluminum target and a sputtering target with 
no indication that they are sintered whereas Applicant requires u a sintered target containing 
20%-50% by weight of titanium and 80%-50% by weight aluminum". Changing the two targets 
of Kaumle to be "a sintered target" would require hindsight.
